agree. 
"You will retire, gentlemen," direct- 


ed the court, "and make, another

tempt to find a verdict." 
Gibson slouched down in his seat

disagreement. Mrs. Gibson buried her 
face In her hands and wept long after 
the juryroorn door had closed on the 
32. men. 


During their stay in the courtroom 


one juror wonted to know if they had 
to find that Mrs. Szabo 'was strangled 
to death in order to return n. verdict of 
conviction. Ho was told yes. Another 
wanted the Hzabo testimony. It was 
given him.. A third wanted the letters 
the defendant hud sent to her home in 
Austria, and these were given.-

The area of three blocks was swept 
and a loss of almost $1,000.000 caused, 
notwithstanding that 
the Brooklyn 


firemen were aided by -N'ew York firn 
boats and apparatus sent across 
tlia 


bridges from Manhattan. 


The fire started with a series of. ex - 


plosions of chemicals on the ground 
floor of the five-story building of the 
Union Sulphur company. South 10th 
street and -Kent avenue, in the WII- 
Jiamsbnrg section of Brooklyn. 


Of 70 men at work in the building: i; 


dozen on the main floor were hurled in 
every 
direction, 
suffering 
terrible 


burns, bruises and broken bones. 


A series of four other explosions fol- 


lowed in quick order and the building 
was soon enveloped in the weird blue 
fiames of burning sulphur. 
Workers who had escaped from other 


i floors, some by 
jumping, 
sought to 


fight their way through the billows or 


i sulphur fumes to the rescue of their 
; comrades and were . themselves over- 
! come. l;ut although hue last night halt

"We have -7 
of these at the hospital and thrue bod- 
ies have been recovered.

only to swindle the 
patrons out of 


their money; but in others the drugs 
and the implement.1* were deadly and 
dangf.-rous and it i« tho opinion « - the 
authorities that ihe death of many a 
young girl shrouded in my .story was 
due to the secret advice of those who 
supply these drugs and 
implements. 


The guilty parties arc protected by the 
great secrecy under which they do the 
Imsinefp, for if the ivsulL 
is serious 


illness, the victims to avoid disgrace 
never reveal the cause while if it be 
death, they carry their secrets to the 
grave. 


It is ;jH^ed that among the men 


who carry on this business tho gov- 
ernment has found doctors who bear a 
good reputation in the cuimnuniUeti in 
which i hey reside. The medical pro- 
fession prru rally, however, is not to 
be hold 
responsible fur the work of 


those ghouls who prey upon the un- 
fortunate in the most he-art loss man- 
ner, offering them an aliened remedy 
thai in unskilled hands usually results 
in death.

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Supt. Van Tuyl Says That Credit 


Bureau System is Working 


Very Well 


ALBANY, Nov. 26.—The methods by 
which bank examinations have been 
improved in this state will be outlined 
by Supt. George C. Van Tuyl, Jr., of 
tho statfi banking department, in his 
annual report. In a statement issued 
yesterday ho says: 


"The most important of the innova- 
tions adopted by the department was a 
regulation providing for the calling of 
meetings of directors to pass upon the 
loans and general condition of institu- 
tions at each examination. 


"At every examination the directors 
are required to pass upon the genuine- 
ness and worth of every loan and dis- 
count in the institution. Thus the re- 
sponsibility for the standing 
of 
the 


bank is placed squarely upon the board 
of directors, where it properly belongs. 
The comptroller of the currency 
has 
taken a similar position In the super- 
vision of the affairs of the national 
banks. 


"As a protection to banks 
against

-A record Is there kept of bor- 
rowers of large amounts in state in- 
stitutions, of group loans, persons bor- 
rowing by means of the use of corpor- 
ate titles and trade, names in order to 
secure extra accommodations, dummy 
borrowers, clerks signing notes for tho 
benefit of others, and holding compa- 
nies apparently organized for the pur- 
pose of protecting the institutions, but 
in many instances used for the benefit 
and personal profit of officers and di- 
rectors. 
"Records are kept by bank stock 


hypothecations, by which means 
the 
department is informed if the stock of 
the institution is lodged in strong or 
weak hands and also if the control of 
the Institution is being carried on bor- 
rowed money. 
"In this way the department Is able 


to check the activities of ambitious 
promoters who 
purchase control of 


hanking institutions in order to obtain 
additional facilities to 
further 
their 


own speculations. 
The operations of 


undesirable and irresponsible borrow- 
ers are watched. 
. "Some do not hesitate to cause large 
loans to bo made to themselves and to 
their companies, as well as to individ- 
uals with whom they are associated, 
without giving proper security to 'the 
bank. 
"The principal work of the credit 
bureau, however, is the Investigation 
of loans .to overextended borrowers. A 
case was found in which the borrower 
maintained loan accounts in 2'J insti- 
tutions. Again, one Individual was 
discovered borrowing in the names of 


30 different individuals and corpora- 


•The banking department 
is now 


able, upon request from those entitled 
to the information, to furnish to the 
institutions under .supervision the to- 
tal of a borrower's bank loan llab Ilty 
and the number of state institutions 
lending to each 
borrower. 
However. 


when such information is given this 
department 
will 
under no-circum- 
stances reveal the names ot tho lend- 
ing institutions. 
' 
"The effectiveness of 
examinations 


made by the banking department has 
been greatly 
increased 
through the 


friendly cooperation of the 
national 


bank examiners in this state. Confer- 
ences are- frequently held, information 
exchanged and conditions in the dif- 
ferent districts discussed.

tient. 
This young man entered the 


school with the great advantage of 
being an expert mechanic and an ex- 
perienced chauffeur. In his first trip 
into the air be displayed an intuitive 
knowledge of conditions and a few 
weeks later was handling his craft like 
a veteran, making perfect landings and 
performing the spiral glide and other 
difficult rnanoeuvcrs.

lie was granted his license, but re- 
mained at the training ground to im- 
prove his knowledge and [ability, al- 
though his desire and need for the 
emoluments of the business aro as 
great as thoso of any of the men who 
have sought exhibition engagements 
almost before the ink was dry upon 
their certificates.

and is practically beyond the control 
of the instructor. The most that the 
latter can do is to give him warning 
and advice before his ascent and to 
criticise his performance upon his re- 
turn. 
Whilst.in the air ho must rely 


upon his own judgment and the self- 
confidence which it has been the aim 
of the previous instructions to ^ instill 
into him. He now begins to practice 
the prescribed "stunt" for the pilot's 
test, and as soon as he thinks that he 
In capable of performing It applies for 
his license. If he acquits himself to 
the satisfaction of the board of in- 
ispectors he secures the coveted docu-

to fly when and whero he pleases.

and secure tho license in sixty days 
or less. In other cases it takes sev- 
eral months, whilst there are. a few 
hopeless aspirants In every class who 
are obliged to forego their ambition 
on account of utter Inaptitude.

instructors invariably warn men who

[ ness are among the defects which bar 
men from, becoming successful avia- 
tors. 


Whether on account of their excel- 


lent system of tuition or because of 
tho ease with which tho governing 
body grants licenses it is Impossible 
to say, but the American schools have 
attracted foreigners in largo numbers 
In recent years. One class last winter 
comprised seven nationalities among 
its twenty-five members, including a 
Hindoo, a Japanese, a Chinaman and 


Filipino. 
In several cases these 


foreigners have been sent by tho gov- 
ernments of their countries to America 
to gain instruction in aviation. 


One of the most capable instructors 


in this country has said: "The test 
is not criterion of ability. 
Several of 


our pupils have received certificates 
when I knew that they were unfit to 
handle machines under even ordinarily 
bad weather conditions. But we could 
do nothing. They qualified. The fault 
lies in tho system of examination. Can- 
didates should be required to know 
something 
about 
tliu 
science—not 


merely the art—of aviation; to havo 
some technical knowledge of aero- 
nautics and aero-dynamics. 
I would 


nrUow mere flying to count for only 
about twenty per cent, of efficiency 
and would require that the rest should 
be made up by scientific and mechani- 
cal knowledge." 


The frequency of fatal accidents to 


aviators justifies the popular opinion 
that the navigation of the air is beset 
with extraordinary peril. 
It is note- 


worthy, however, that veterans in tho 
art of! flying do not contribute even 
their fair proportion to the casualties. 


This fact lends color to the conten- 
tion ot experienced airmen that most 
of the --mishaps to aeroplanes aro 
avoidable. 
As Glenn Curtis put It: 


"Under proper conditions aviation is 
no more dangerous than automoblHng. 
Eighty per cent, of the accidents In 
the air are due to carelessness, fifteen 
per cent, to ignorance and the rest 
to causes beyond the aviator's con- 
trol." 
- Another important contributory cause 
of accidents Is tho public demand for 
spectacular and risky performances. 
Mere flying is no longer a novelty. Peo- 
ple cannot be Induced to pay to witness 
it. They demand of the exhibitor un- 
usual "stunts" and the display of reck- 
less daring. 


The veterans, with a full knnwledga 


of the dangers and difficulties of flight, 
are cautious under all circumstances 
jand take no unnecessary risks. It la 
jnot to he Inferred from this that they 
i are In any degree less daring than 
' tho more reckless, though less skill- 


ful, aviators. TVhen the occasion calls 
for the exercise of courage, the for- 
mer are almost invariably equal to 
the demand upon them. 
Tho follow- . 


ing incidents strikingly Illustrate- tho 
difference between tho two types of 
men.

Brooklyn—15 Persons Were 


Taken to Hospitals 


NEW 
YORK, Nov. 26.—Brooklyn's 


East river water front was the scene 
late-yesterday of the most serious ex- 
plosion and fire which that section has 
known for'years. 
Fifteen men. weru 


taken 
to 
hospitals 
suffering 
from 


burns and injuries from which a num- 
ber may die, and several persons on 
the scene at the time were missing last 
night. Late reports, however, discred- 
ited earlier beliefs that 
several lives 


had been lost. 
The area of three blocks was swept 


and a loss of almost SI,000,000 caused,

firemen were aided by New York fire 
boats and apparatus sent across thu 
bridges from Manhattan. 
The lire started with a series of ex- 


plosions of chemicals on the ground 
floor of the five-story building of the 
Union Sulphur company. South 10th 
street and Kent avenue, In the Wil- 
llamsburg section of Brooklyn. 
Of 70 men at work in the building n 


dozen on the main floor were hurled in 
every 
direction, 
suffering

burns, bruises and broken bones. 


A series of four other explosions fol- 


lowed in quick order and the building 
was soon enveloped in the weird blue 
flames of burning sulphur. 


Workers who had escaped from other 


floors, some by jumping, sought to 
fight their way through the billows of 
sulphur fumes to the rescue of their

TIIE NEW ST. PETER'S PAROCHIAL SCHOOL FROM A DRAWING BY ARCHITECT ROUR-KE 


The new St. Peter's parochial school 


in Gorham street when completed will 
be one of the prettiest of its kind in 
this city and will reflect much credit 
on the pastor, Rev. Dr. D. J. Keleher. 
the architect, -Henry L. Rourko, and 
the contractor, Edward A. Toohey. 


Tho building is being 
erected on 


the site of the temporary} church and 
meeting hall which were sold and re- 
moved some time ago, and sits on tho 
east side of Gorham street at the cor- 
ner of Union street. It will be. a beau- 
tiful edifice, three stories high 
with 


all modern improvements. The build- 
ng is not yet finished and may not be 
!or some time, although work is being 
pushed rapidly but it will be ready 
'or occupancy next September. 


The outside of the school house pre- 
sents a fine appearance as it is 
fin- 


ished with mottled white 
face 
brick 


surmounted by a large copper cornice, 
while the basement above the ground 
s of the finest of granite. The out- 
side of the structure Is finished with 
the exception of the cornice which is 
ibout half done, and also of the tak- 


tf down of the stagings. 
The structure will contain 35 clnKS 


rooms which is deemed sufficient for 
.ho present to accommodate both the 
boys and the girls of the parish. On 
the lirst floor will be situated five class 
corns, the dimensions of which will be 
26 by 32 feet. There will also be an 
office, 35 by 24 feet, a supply room, 111 
by 24 feet, as well as four large ward- 
•obes, 5 to 26 feet.

25c, At Aii Druggists, 


Against the Coal Dealers 


. Who Violate Law 


BOSTON, Xov.- 20.—Gov. Koss 
has 


advised the United Improvement asso- 
ciation to take action under the Mas- 
sachusetts law for the suspension or 
revocation of the licenses of any coal 
dealers who have charged extortionate 
prices for coal or have entered into a 
conspiracy or unlawful combination to 
raise, prices, -according1 to the evidence 
gathered by the executive committee 
of the association. 


"I believe that the United Improve- 


ment association is in a position 
to 


prosecute this matter im media ttly and 
with beneficial results to the commu- 
nity," writes the governor In a letter 
addressed to the executive secretary of 
the association. Howard 
Whit more. 


He apks to be informed as soon' as 
possible what the association will .do 
as he will govern his own action ac- 
cordingly. 


The governor says that in his opinion 


the most effective measure would be 
that provided for in the acts of lOOS. 
These provide, in brief, that any justice 
of the superior court may suspend or 
rcvoko licenses of coal dealers upon 
complaint in due form for charging- ex- 
orbitant prices or for conspiring- or 
combining" unlawfully with other per- 
sons. 
A penalty of fine and imprison- 


ment is 
provided also. The governor 


further points out that under the gen- 
eral law the superior court judjro may 
appoint a master to Jnve-stiKalu and re- 
port to the court, which may then 
transmit tho evidence to the attorney 
ganerul for action.

Bureau System is Working 


Very Well 


ALBAX1", Nov. 26.—The methods by 


which bank examinations have been 
improved in 'this state will be autllnod 
by Supt. George C". Van Tuyl, Jr., of 
tho state banking- department, in his 
annual report. 
In a statement issued 
yesterday ho says: . 


"Tho most important of the innova- 


tions adopted by the department was a 
regulation providing for the calling of 
meetings of directors to pass.upon tho 
loans and {tenenil condition of. Institu- 
tions at eru-h examination. 


"At every examination the directors 
are required to pass upon tho genuine- 
ness rtnd worth,of every loan and dis- 
count in the institution. Thus the re- 
sponsibility for the standing- of 
tho 


bank is placed so.uareiy upon the board 
of directors, where it properly belongs. 
Tho comptroller of the currency has 
taken a similar position in the super- 
vision of '.he affairs 
of the 
national 
bunks.

"A credit bureau- was 
established 


last January in the New York branch 
of:ce. A record is there kept of bor- 
rowers of largo amounts in state in- 
stitutions, of group loans, persons bor- 
rowing by means of the use of corpor- 
•ate titles and trade names in order to 
secure extra accommodations, dummy 
borrowers, clerks signing notes for the 
benefit of others, and holding compa- 
nies apparently organized for the pur- 
pose of protecting the institutions, hut 
In many instances used for the benelil 
and personal profit of officers and di- 
rectors. 
"Records are kept by bank stock 


hypothecations, by which means the 
department Is informed if the stock of 
Iho institution is lodged in strong or 
weak hands and also if the control of 
the Institution is being carried on bor- 
rowed money. 
"In this way the department is able 


to check the activities of ambitious 
promoters who purchase 
control of 
banking institutions In order to obtain 
additional facilities to 
further 
their 


own speculations. 
The operations ot 


undesirable and irresponsible borrow- 
ers are watched. 


"Some do not hesitate to cause large 


loans to he. made to themselves and to 
their companies, as well as to Individ- 
uals with whom they are associated, 
without giving proper security to the 
bank. 


"The principal work of the credit 


bureau, however, is the investigation 
of loans to overextended borrowers. A 
case was found in which the borrower 
maintained loan accounts in 23 insti- 
tutions. Again, one individual was 
discovered borrowing in the names of 


30 different individuals and corpo 
tions.

able, upon request from those entitled 
to the information, to furnish to the 
institutions under supervision the to- 
tal of a borrower's bank loan llabllitj 
and the number of state institutions 
lending to each borrower.

youth, or at least well before middle 
age. 
There Is not a case on record 


of a man having entered tho field 
when past forty who reached the first 
rank of airman. 


In striking contrast to thla disquali- 


fied foreigner, the same class Included 
a young American whom the instruct- 
or pointed out as nn excellent exam- 
ple of what nn aviator should be. 
Twenty-two years of age, he has per- 
fect health, exceptionally good eye- 
Klght, Is a splendid judge of distance, 
has exemplary habits and in particu- 
lar Is an abstainer from liquor. 
He 


is enthusiastic, but self-composed, dar- 
ing, 
But cautious; ambitious, but pa- 


tient. 
This young man entered the 


school with the great advantage of 
being an expert mechanic and an ex- 
perienced chauffeur. Tn his first trip 
into tho air he displayed an intuitive 
knowledge of conditions nnd a few 
weeks later was handling his craft like 
a veteran, making perfect landings and 
performing the spiral glide and other 
difficult manoeuvers. 
In forty days 


he was granted his license, but re- 
mained at the training ground to Im- 
prove his knowledge and ability, al- 
though his desire nnd need for the 
emoluments of the business are as 
great as those of any of the men who 
have sought .exhibition engagements 
almost before the ink was dry upon 
their certificates. 


After the pupil has had sufficient 


practice In risinK about a hundred feet 
In still air ho is made accustomed 
to flying In the wind. He is sent up 
first In a gontlo breeze and for a few 
minutes of time. Little by little the 
period of his flight Is increased and 
he is exposed by degrees to stronger 
air currents, but the elevation Is kept 
down to about one hundred feet until 
ho has learned to handle the machino 
In a fairly fast wind. This stage of 
the tuition Is mafniained until tho 


pupil displays an ability to control his 
craft with easo and confidence in. a 
thirty-mile blow. This Is not a dif- 
ficult -task, so long Us the wind is 
steady. 
Pufflness is what causes the 


aviator's troubles and no amount of 
experience will render him safe under 
such air conditons. 'It was a windcap 
which overturned lUiss Quimby's ma- 
chine last June and caused her death. 
The fatal accident to Airs. Julia Clarke 
was due to the same cause. 


Tho pupil now begins his free flights 


and is practically beyond the control 
of the instructor. The most that the 
latter can do is to givo him warning 
and advice before his ascent and to 
criticise his performance upon his re- 
turn. 
"Whilst In the air he must rely 


upon his own judgment and the self- 
confidence which it has been the aim 
of the previous Instructions to instill 
into him. He now begins to practice 
the prescribed "stunt" for the pilot's 
test, and as eoon as he thinks that he 
is capable of performing It applies for 
his license. If he acquits himself to 
tho satisfaction of tho board of In- 
spectors he secures the coveted docu- 
ment, leaves the school and Is free 
to fly when and where he pleases. 


Some men get through the. course 


and secure tho license In sixty days 
or less. In. other cases It takes sev- 
eral months, whilst there aro a few 
hopeless aspirants in every class who 
are obliged to forego their ambition 
on account of utter inaptitude. 
Oc- 


casionally pupils find that their nerves 
are not equal to the experience, and 
instructors invariably warn men who 
are in tho least degree timid that 
they should not venture an ascent In 
an^. aeroplane. 
Defective 
eyesight, 


weak hearts and confirmed clumsi- 
ness are among tho defects which bar 
men from becoming successful avia-, 
tors. 


Whether on account of their excel- 


lent system of tuition or because of 
the ease with which the governing 
body grants licenses It ia impossible 
to say, but the American schools have 
attracted foreigners in large numbers 
In recent years. One class last winter 
comprised seven nationalities among 
Its twenty-five members, Including a 
Hindoo, a Japanese, a Chinaman and 
a Filipino. 
In several cases these 


foreigners have been sent by tho gov- 
ernments of their countries to America 
to gain instruction In aviation. 


One of the most capable Instructors 


in this country has said: "The test 
is not criterion of ability. Several of 
our pupils have received certificates 
when I knew that thej- were unfit to 
handle machines under even ordinnrlly 
bad weather conditions. But we could 
do nothing. They qualified. The fault 
lies in the system of examination. Can- 
didates should be required to know 
something 
about 
tho 
science—not 


merely the art—of aviation; to have 
some technical knowledge of aero- 
nautics and aero-dynamics. I would 
allow mere flying to count for only 
about twenty per cent, of efficiency 
and would require that the rest should 
be made up by scientific and mechani- 
cal knowledge." 


The frequency of fatal accidents to 


aviators justifies the popular opinion 
that the navigation of the air is beset 
with extraordinary peril. 
It is note- 


worthy, however, that veterans in the 
nrt of flying do not contribute even 
their fair proportion to the casualties. 


This fact lends color to the conten- 
tion o£ experienced airmen that most 
of the mishaps to aeroplanes are". 
avoidable. 
As Glenn Curtis put it: 


"Under proper conditions aviation is 
no more dangerous than automobillng. 


] Eighty per cent, of^the accidents in 
| the air are due to carelessness, fifteen 
per cent, to ignorance and the rest 
to causes beyond the aviator's con- 
trol."
